AEMOGLOBIN is the substance 

which gives the blood its colour- 
{ng matter nnd also’cnables It to carry 
oxyfen. Thus it is of enormous im~ 
portance to our health and well- 
being. Iron is one of the-chief'con- 
stituent$ of haemoglobin and, for 
that reason, a certain ambunt of 
jron must ‘be supplicd by the' food 
that we cat, on 


A person who does not get enough 
fron-contalning foods ‘is pretty sure 
fo develop anaemia with a decrease 
jn the number of red cells and a 


marked drop in the amount of red. 


colouring matter. In fhese cases, 
treatment consists of ‘giving fron- 
containing preparations until the red 
cells, with their haemoglobin content, 
are restored to normal levels, 


Amount of Iron 


Here, sévernl questions may arise: 
how much iron should be used, what 
type of iron salt is best employed 
ind whether or not the addition of 
liver extract and vitamin B-complex 
will speed up the recovery? 


Some studies were carricd_out by 
Drs S, ©. Schwartz and B. E, Arm- 
strong, of Chicago, on 55 women 
who had anaemia, They found that 
when the iron, preparations were 
administered for one or two months, 
there was a rapid recovery period. 
During the next monti, the blood 
colouring Ievel rose above normal, 
with a return to the normal level be- 
tween the fourth and sixth months. 


Good Results 


About 250 mg. of fron. given in 
the form of Jron and ammonium 
citrate or ferrous sulfate, gave as 
good results as quantities almost 
double this amount.’ There did not 
appear to be any difference’ In the 
response obtained, no matter what 
type of iron salt was employed, 
Furthermore, the ‘addition of the B- 
complex vitamin and liver extract 
did not seem to incrense the action 
of the iron. However, it was defi- 
nitely determined that, in‘ treating 
annemia, at least three months of ad- 
ministration of the fron-contalning 
preparation was required to obtain 
{he maximum effect. 


Annemia may be present without 
causing any particular symptoms 
other than perhaps some ;slight_pal- 
lor of the skin, enc fatigue., Thus, 
the patient's symptoms cannot be 
used as a guide as to how much im- 
provement is occurring. Examino- 
tlon of -the blood by the physician 


is necessary to tell how the patient 
ig progressing. Of course, there are 
many other causes of anaemin be- 
sides Jack of iron in the ‘diet.

queen. He hns two tricks ench In 
spades and clubs and one in spades, 
He needs only four dlamond tricks 
to . fulfil tl: contract., He knows 
that the lead will be surrendered to 
West if the diamond finesse is off. 

Since West probably is holding 4 
long spade suit, the best way to 
block running that suit Is to go,up 
with. dummy's queen of spades at 
trick: one. If West has the ace of 
spades, the queen will hold the 
trick, the diamond finesse can be 
taken, and West is helpless. It he 
leads 'n small spade, South makes 
his king. If he leads the ace of 
spades he establishes the king for 
South, .. 

Now let us say that North holds 
the dinmond suit, with six to the 
nee-jack, and South has three dia- 
monds to the king.‘ Should South 
go ‘up with dummy’s queen when 
the: small spade is opened?
